|UTCH Colonial is decidedly in vogue 


these days. During the past few 
years it has been growing in popu- 
larity in all parts of the country. It 
is not, however, a fad, for in the 


eastern parts of the country it has been used 
quite extensively, especially in New York, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania, from the earliest 
Colonial days. 


This style of architecture gives an exception- 


ally homelike character to a house. Its broad, 
low lines tend to tie the house intimately into 
its surroundings. And from the practical point 
of view, it adds a second story at the least ad- 
ditional expense. 


The designer of this house has taken full ad-

3 slices bacon, 1-2 cup stale 
broad crumbs, 1 tablespoon minc- 
ed parsley, 1-2 teaspoon minced 
onion, 1 egg, salt and pepper. 


Wash heart through several wa- 


ters and remove veins and arteries. 
Lot stand in cold water for one 
hour. 
Drain and dry. 
Put veal 


and bacon through, the fine knife 
of the food chopper two or three 
times.

Mix well and add egg slight-
